County movement looks less like “re¬ 
form” than ltfce selfish politics, antl- 
Democratlc in tendency; and the sus¬ 
picion as to the motive and probable 
effect is not lessened by tbe eagerness 
with which tbe’Hudson County move¬ 
ment is commended by tbe Mugwump 
newspapers of New York. 

In view of the Importance of this 
year’s canvass in New Jersey, and pf the 
broad considerations already recited, It 
would be particularly unfortuuate if any¬ 
thing in the attitude of Hudson should 
provoke in other parts of the State the 
idea that the county which now has one 
of tbe two United States Senators, and 
which has had the Governor for six years 
out of the nine years past, is excessive 
in its pretensions or claims. Such is 
likely to be tbe effect in Essex especially, 
where the feeling is strong that fairness 
requires that the Democratic candidate 
for Governor, at least, should be an Es¬ 
sex County man this year. Under able 
leadership the development of Demo¬ 
cratic strength in Essex has been extra¬ 
ordinary ; and at the Congress elections 
of 1890 it took it« place at the head, 
casting more Democratic votes by nearly 
two thousand than any other in the 
State. 

We believe that In Hudson and else¬ 
where, reasonable Democrats who can 
see beyond the ends of their respective 
roses will perceive the danger of a per¬ 
manent centralization of the important 
offices in any one county, and will recog¬ 
nize the bearing of the Governorship 
question on the other Important consid¬ 
erations involved in the canvass now be¬ 
ginning. __ . *

Directors of. the Bergen County Gas 
Light Company announce that they have 
reduced the price of gas to two dollars 
per thousand cubic feet; In making 
this large reduction they rely upon the 
support of the citizens of Englewood In 
the reasonable expectation that it will 
result not only in an increase in the 
number of consumers, but in a more 
liberal use of gas by those now using it.” 
It is contended that the supply of gas 
for this town comes from Newark. If 
such is tbs case there seems to be no 
reason why the same prices for private 
and public consumption that prevail In 
Newark should not prevail here. 

A Savins to the Taxpayers. 

Manager Day, of the Madison (N. J.) 
Water and Electric Light plant, states 

that the taxpayers, through their owner¬ 
ship of the electric light plant, aro 
credited with $7,500 annually for street 
lighting. Four thousand dollars per 
year Is likewise saved tbe taxpayers. 
These estimates are based on private 
corporation charges for service much 
inferior to the system adopted by the 
city government of Madison.
